New Small Nuclear 


Reactor For Ships 


NEW smal nuctloar 

reactor suitable for ship 
propulsion designed by 
/G. E. C. / Simon-Carves is 
being considered by tho Ad- 
miralty, 


The reactor promises to be a 
major ‘breakthrough in the 
development of the British type 
of pas-cooled, graphites 
moderated ‘resetor, ° Up ta naw 
these reiclors have necessarily 
been large and too heavy for use 
in yhips, ‘The G.E.C.'s design - 
is fer a recetor producing abut 
50 MW. oof electrical power 
welyhing only sbout 2,400 tons. 
The reactor itself including © 
shielding would only be cbout 
the size of one of the charges 
discharge machines 21 the Hun- 
terstan nuclear power station In 
Scotland, aso being built by 
G.E.C, ‘ 


EARLY STAGE 


Although the reactor is nt en 
carly stage, it can be rapidly 
carried through, without) much 
additional development, to give 
compact, operatlonally safe and 
commercinily competitive 
marine propulsion unit, This Ls 
because it Is designed on the 
basts of current technology as a 
small reactor on the Biitlsh 
system. 

The outstanding fcuture of the 
reactor is its fuel clement 
design, which allows heat to be 
extracted from the fuel at o far 
greater rate than anything 
achieved up to now with: gas 
cooled reaclars. 

The fuel to be used is uranium 
dioxide, slightly enriched with 
U_ 235, the fissile Isotope. ‘It 
will ‘be clad in stainless steel. 
None of the technology neces 
eary to build ‘and develop the 
reactor {s new. Although {t is 
now being .considercd simply as 
a possible nuclear propulsion 
unit it ls intended {o develop 
the reactor to produce power at 
a cost competitive with that of 
convention thermal plant. 


FIRST OF TYPE 


The reactor can be charged , 
and discharged while It iston 
loud. = At sea, corbun dioxide 
could be. manufactured from 
bunker bil, freeing the ship from 
reliance on shore supplies of 
coolant gas. 

The first recctor of this type 
for ship prepulsion would be 
bullt. for about. £3 million. 
Reduetion m fuel requirements 
would make available additional + 
earrying. capacity of the order.of 
5,000 tons und costs per ton mile 
carried would be comparable 
with those for conventional 
thermal plant. It {9 expected 
that, with advances in design,
